■“ and for repealing feveral Laws heretofore made for thofe Purpoles,” 
the Grand jury of any County, County of a City, or County of a Town 
in Ireland , is empowered at any Aflizes held for the fame, to prelent all 
liich Sum and Sums of Money as lhall be neceffary for any of the Purpoles 
following; (that is to fay) for the making, widening, fencing, or repairing 
any Road, or filling Trenches or Drains at the Side of any Road, or mak- 
ing or repairing Footways alongtide thereof, or the building, rebuilding, 
repairing, altering- or enlarging any Bridge, Pipe, Gullet, or Arch, or 
the filling and gravelling over the lame, or the building or repairing any 
Wall of Part of a Wall neceffalry to the Support of any Road, or to pre- 
vent any fteep Banks of Earth from falling upon any Road, or for erefling 
any Fence Rail, or Wall for the Proteftion of Travellers from dangerous 
Precipices or Holes lying on the Sides of any Public Road, or for the 
lowering of any Hill, or filling any Hollow., or both, on any Public Road 
(or for making, widening, and deepening Drains on the Side of any 
Public Road made through a Bog): 

Am! whereas by the feid recited A& no Money can be paid by the 
Treafurer of the County on account of any luch Preferment, until an 
Affidavit, made and l'worn in the Form and Manner required reipe&ive y 
by the find Aft, be firft allowed by the Grand Jury, and the Court at feme 
Aflizes for fuch County : 

And whereas it frequently happens from the Wetnefs or Latenefs of _ the 
tSea&fl, or -the .early Appeintrsent of the Summer Aflizes, that the Money 
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.preheated atithe' Spring Affixes preceding for the Purpofcs aforefaid, can- 
not-'be expended ad vantageouily fo as to be accounted for at luch Summer o 
Affizes ; and it would tend much to an advantageous and economical Ex- 
penditure of all lhch Money, and to the Encouragement of proper Periods 
undertaking it, if all fuch Money were allowed to be accounted for and 
repaid to the Overfeers thereof after the Summer Affizes, without waiting 
until the Spring Affizes following; 

TBe it therefore CnaaeB by the KING’S Moil Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this prefeilt Parliament affembled, and by the Authority 
Overfeers of of the fame. That it (hall and may be lawful for any Overfeer appointed 
by the Grand Jury of any County, County of a Town, or City in Ireland, 
counts before £ q ^ expendm 0- Money to be railed for any of the Pui poles aforelaid, who 
(hall not have laid before the Grand Jury at the Summer Affizes for fuch 
may allow the Q oimt the Affidavits required by the laid recited Act of the thirty-lixth- 
.counted for Year aforefaid, for his accounting for luch Money, to lay befote the Juft ices 
a the Affixes. of the Peace at the General Seffions of the Peace held for fuch County in 
the Month of Ofldber in every Year, an Affidavit, made and (worn by him- 
.felf in the Form and Manner preferred by Law, for his accounting for 4 
:fuch Money at the Affizes; and it (hall and may be lawful for the Court at 
fuch General Seffions to allow fuch Affidavit, and fuch Allowance (hall be 
certified 'by the Signature of Two Juftices prefent at fuch Seffions, on the 
Back or at the Foot of fuch Affidavit ; and thereupon it (hall and may be 
lawful for the Tfeafurer of fuch County, and he is hereby required, to pay 
the Money fo accounted for, 111 like Manner as if the Affidavit accounting for 
the fame had been allowed by the Grand Jury and the Court at an Affize 
■under the Laid recited Aa ; any Thing in the Slid recited A.a to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, fubjedt neverthelefs to the Conditions, Provifons, 
and llcftrihtions in this Aft contained refpediing the fame. 

Accounts of Provided always, and be it Enabled, That it (hall and may be lawful fo, 
SSS&Jt *ny Perfon who (hall have been charged with, and (hall have paid any Part 
be referred to of .the Cefs ■ levied for the Purpofe of paying fuch Prefentment, to make 
Affidavit at fuch Seffions in open Court, that he believes the Money fo 
fworn to have been expended has not been expended as (worn, or that he 
believes the Affidavit made by (uch Overfeer is not true, dating the Pai- 
ticulars wherein he believes the fame not to be true ; and theieupon luch 
Perfon (hall enter into Recognizance in double the Amount oi the Sum lo 
fworn to have been expended (which Recognizance the juftices in fuch 
Court are hereby empowered to take) conditioned for his Appearance at the 
next Affizes, to be there examined by the Grand Jury, touching the fame, 
and to profecute, if called upon lo to do ; and in cafe fuch Recognizance 
lhall be fo entered into, it ihall not be lawiul for the Couit at fuch Seffions 
£0 allow fuch Affidavit of Account by fuch Overfeer, nor for the Treafurer 
of the County to pay .to the Overfeer making the fame any Money by 
virtue of this A6t.

And be it further Enafted, That the fdlemn Affirmation of a Quaker 
(hall beof equal Force and Kdl-.ft, to all Intents and. Purpofes, as an Affidavit urvo- 
under the Provifions of this Aft; and that .if. any Perfon. (hall wilfully and 
, corruptly fwear or affirm fallely in any Oath, Affidavit, or Affirmation 
made or taken bv him by the Authority or under the Provifions of this 
Aft, every fuch Perfon being thereof convifted -(hall be adjudged guilty of 
■wilful and corrupt Perjury, and incur the Pains and Penalties againft the 
fame by virtue of any Aft or Afts in force in Ireland. 

Provided alsvays, and be it further Enafted, That if it (hall appear to 
any Grand Jury at any Affizes, upon duc Proof upon Oath by Two credible 
Verdins within after .any Query (hall have been difcharged ' 

at any Oftober Seffions for fuch County in purfuance of this Aft, that 
the Money was not expended agreeable to ' the Preferment, and if the 
Overfeer thereof (hall be indifted and convifted of Perjury on account of 
* having {worn or affirmed falfely in the Affidavit accounting for the fame, 
it (hall be lawful for fuch Grand Jury to direft the Trealurer to fue fuch 
Overieer, and fuch Treafurer is hereby authorized to fue him by Aftion'or 
Civil Bill for the Recovery of the Money which he (hall have fo fraudu- 
lently received on account of fuch Preferment. 

And be it further Enafted, That if any Treafurer -(hall negleft or refute 
to pay the Amount of any prelentment accounted for under the Provifions negating; to 
■of this Aft without Fee or Reward, if he (hall have Public Money to pay P J l' Acco ' ,, '“' 
the fame, upon Demand made by the Perfon who (hall have accounted for 
the fame, at his ufual Office, which he ishereby required to keep open from

Afternoon, from the fixth until the feventeenth Day (i-nclufive) after the 
Seffions held in Oft ober, or if fuch Treafurer (hall negleft to keep fuch
